Thank you for completing my survey! 


There’s been a great response — and every 
single response is being carefully read and 
considered. If you have put an email address 
or indicated you would like to receive 
communications from me I will be in touch! 
But however you have responded, thank you 
for your thoughts. 


The headline results for Bar Hill include a 
positive view of the village, and there was 
praise for the local services such as for 
waste and recycling. Of course there were 
concerns about accessing the NHS including 
the lack of NHS dentists in the area, the 
length of time it took to get an appointment 
with the GP and in some cases this caused 
considerable distress. There was a 
recognition that the GP services were 
turning around and much improved. One 
widely shared concern was about the use of 
land and environmental issues, for example 
the problems of derelict buildings left 
behind by National Highways after the Al4 
project, and a number of concerns about 
housing. People feel that there are fairly 
good facilities for older people, but more 
needs to be done for younger people, 
whether that is youth clubs or a skatepark 
for example. 


Fortunately most people did not have need 
of social care but those who needed to 
explore care options for an elderly relative 
for example found it confusing, difficult and 
expensive. There were several comments 
about how it would be helpful to weed paths 
more often and sweep the streets. There 
were a number of suggestions about the 


perimeter road including the need for 


an enforceable reduced speed limit,

the desire for people to be able to walk 
around the perimeter entirely off road, and 
for a much better link through to Dry 
Drayton. The lorries parked on the perimeter 
road was becoming an increasingly bad 
problem. 


There are great ideas here and also problems 
identified — some I knew about, some not — 
it is so valuable to get everyone’s thoughts. I 
will be working hard to address the many 
issues raised. 


Dry Drayton Park & Ride — 
Department for Transport consultation 


There are plans to site a new Park & Ride 
(or ‘travel hub’) at Scotland Road in Dry 
Drayton. I submitted a response to the 
government consultation which emphasised 
the need for measures to help residents in 
Bar Hill and Dry Drayton get as much 
benefit as possible from this facility. There 
will be downsides to residents in Dry 
Drayton, for example the construction work. 
I have requested that there is an enforceable 
ban on construction traffic to flow through 
the village. Also that buses start at Dry 
Drayton, thus ensuring that people wanting 
to join the busway at Dry Drayton can do so 
— unlike what is happening in Longstanton 
P&R where the buses arrive there full, much 
to residents’ frustration. I have also asked for 
proper connecting cycle paths through Dry 
Drayton connecting the A428 and the A1307 
joining up with an improved path between 
Bar Hill from Dry Drayton High Street. It’s 
worth asking for these amenities so that 
residents in Bar Hill and Dry Drayton can 
have decent access to this public transport 
hub in future — though it is still many years 
away from being built.

Wildlife Gardening in February 
February is a great time to prepare your 
garden for spring while supporting wildlife: 


e Leave leaf piles and dead wood: These 
provide shelter for overwintering insects 
and small animals. 


Provide food and Water: Birds benefit 
from high-energy foods like suet, seeds, 
and mealworms.

Helping Hedgehogs in February 

In February, hedgehogs are still hibernating, 
so the best way to help is to ensure their 
environment remains safe and undisturbed.

e Check bonfires or Compost heaps: If 
you’re tidying the garden, carefully check 
piles of debris or logs for hibernating 
hedgehogs. 


Provide food and Water: Leave out a 
shallow dish of fresh water and some 
meaty cat or dog food for any early risers. 


Avoid using pesticides: Chemicals can 
harm both hedgehogs and their food 
sources. 


Maintain access to gardens: Ensure fences 
have small gaps (13cm x 13cm) to allow 
hedgehogs to roam. 


Taking these steps will help hedgehogs stay 
safe during this critical period. For help and

Vets for Pets

Choosing a new puppy is one of the most 
exciting (and sometimes overwhelming) 
decisions you'll ever make. As a vet in 
practice, I’ve seen how those first few weeks 
can shape the long-term health, happiness, 
and relationship you’!l have with your new 
furry friend. So, let me share some insider 
tips to help you pick the perfect pup while 
keeping their health and well-being in mind. 


First things first: do your homework. 
Different breeds come with very different 
needs. If you’re dreaming of lazy evenings 
on the couch, a Border Collie might drive 
you crazy with its endless energy. On the 
flip side, if you’re an active person who 
loves walking and adventures, a bulldog 
probably won’t keep up. Every breed has its 
quirks—physical and behavioural—that 
might align with your lifestyle or clash with 
it.
